The German reports declare

Admiral Von Spee and the officers 
of his fleet realized that th ey faced 
certain destruction w hen they saw 
they had been caught, betw een

Japanese and British fleets. T he Ger­ 
man vessels im m ediately spread out 
and prepared to 
fight to the last 
man. 
T he Nurnberg and D resden, 
being lig h t cruisers and the fastest 
vessels of the German fleet, m anaged 
to keep up a running fight for hours. 
Germ an Cruiser in Action 
The Chilean adm iralty today 
re­ 
ports heavy cannonading off the isl­ 
and of Mocha, a possession of that 
governm ent, yesterday, lasting from 
1:3 0 until 3 o ’clock. 
This was be­ 
lieved at the tim e to be the German 
cruiser Prinz E itel Friederich c h a s­ 
ing a British vessel.

Their searchlights could be seen. Two 
shots were fired. 
It is now* reported that British v es­ 
sels are in pursuit of the Prinz Eitel 
Friederich. 
The cruiser K arlsruhe and the con­ 
verted cruiser Kron Prinz W ilhelm , 
which were in this vicinity, have fled. 
The British fleet, according to latest 
reports, has captured and sunk the 
colliers and supply ships which were 
serving these cruisers. 
Capture Colliers 
The reports state that there w ere 
several of these supply ships which 
were left exposed and helpless when 
the German cruisers fled. Their crew s 
were taken off and m ade prisoners 
by the British and the vessels w ere 
then sent to the bottom. 
lf these reports, received by w ire­ 
less. are true, it is believed th at the 
Karlsruhe and Kron Prinz W ilhelm , 
as well as the Prinz Eitel Friederich 
will soon be rounded up by the B rit­ 
ish. 
Deprived of their supply ships, th e 
cruisers will soon be rendered help­ 
less, because of a shortage of coal 
and supplies. 
/ 
In the absence of British reports 
of losses to their fleet, it is believ­ 
ed here that the German references 
to at least three vessels of the enem y 
having been sunk, may m ean th at 
the Japanese fleet was actively 
en­ 
gaged and that Japanese, instead o f 
British vessels w ere sent to th e bot­ 
tom.

CLEAN MILK AND PUBLIC 
HEALTH 
The chief sources 
of contamina­ 
tion to be considered in formulating 
and carrying into effort a program 
for safeguarding a community's milk 
supply are: 
First, human 
beings 
having Infectious disdain* and those 
carrying infection on their persons; 


second, diseased cattle; third, pollut­ 
ed water; and fourth, bacteria ladf*n 
dust and dirt. 
No person affected w ith typhoid, j 
tuberculosis, scarlet fever, diphtber-, 
ia or other infectious diseases, or 
who has had contact with persons so 
affected, can handle milk or contain­ 
ers without subjecting the milk 
to 
serious danger of contamination 
It 
, is not commonly 
understood, 
that 
I persons who have apparently recov­ 
ered entirely from certain diseases 
may continue to discharge germs for 
a long time and in that way be a 
, continual sourc e of danger in hand- 
! ling milk. 
They become

these 
are added the Individuals In the early 
stages of the disease, whey may con­ 
tinue to handle milk so long as they 
are physically able to do so, and oth­ 
ers who may handle milk throughout 
the entire course of a mild form of 
the disease, it will be seen 
that 
there Is reason for the utmost vigi­ 
lance in this direction. 
Of the diseases of cattle 
which 
render milk unfit 
for human con­ 
sumption. tuberculosis is undoubted­ 
ly the most important, as well as the 
most prevalent. 
The tuberculin test. 
ing of cattle has become a universal 
test for the detecting of tuberculos­ 
is in the herd. 
As the milk from an 
entire herd is commonly mixed 
for 
transportation, it ia clear that the 
presence of a few tuberculosis cows 
In the herd m a y infect the entire 
product and render it unsafe 
lor 
consumption. 
Polluted water, even when it is not 
Lucd as an adulterant, is a frequent 
source of milk contamination. Wells 
and streams are often so located that 
the drainage from barn yard or privy 
vaults readily finds its way 
into 
them. 
Disposition of decaying ani­ 
mal matter and discharges from pa­ 
tients having typhoid or other in fe c ­ 
tious disease, often subject the wat­ 
er to contamination. 
Milk utensils 
when washed with water so polluted, 
unless 
afterwards 
sterilised 
with 
boiling water or steam, may become 
the moans of infecting the 
entire 
product of a dairy farm. 
At every step in the handling of 
milk. from the cow to the consum­ 
er, there is constant danger of% infec­ 
tion from duet and dirt. 
Dirt trout 
the cow, from 
the 
surroundings, 
from the attendants, all these 
con­ 
tain virulent seeds that need only be 
scattered by air or water or flies or 
the hand of man to produce a certain 
harvest of misery, disease and d^ath. 
Modern asceptic surgery has taught 
the world vital meaning of absolute 
cleanliness. 
The lesson 
is directly 
applicable to the problem of obtaln- 
ina an adequate supply of clean milk. 
When we rome to 
apply 
scientific 
methods to the study and control 
of milk infection with the same in­ 
telligence and 
thoroughness 
that 
have been shown in surgical prac­ 
tice, we shall eliminate 
quite 
as 
much needles? suffering and waste 
of human life as was done away with 
40 years ago. when the old skull-and- 
c toss- bon es surgery came to a sud­ 
den end.

R eports from som e of the food spe- 
e la lists of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture Indicate that in certain section* 
there is a serious * aet* of a valuable 
food, due to the fact thml many house­ 
wares do not appreciate the value of 
suet In cooking and do not know how 
tc use It. As a result many throw good 
food saiet into the garbage pall. or else 
la rare cases use It with meat trim - I 
ming* for soap m aking. 
Many are 
unaware that snot possesses the sam e 
food value as lard, and if properly 
tried out is a satisfactory substitute 
for frying purposes, for shortening, 
and in m aking savory fats. 
A p p a re n t­ 
ly som e of the cook books have misled 
tb s Am erlcai 
housew ife by stating 
that suet ie good only f >r soap making. 
In Europe, however, this food is c a re­ 
fully kept and rendered, and In G er­ 
many, suet and lard are used Inter­ 
changeably for frying and shortening. 
Suet la the hard fat about the k id ­ 
neys and loins in beef and m utton 
which corresponds to the fat of hogs 
from w hich leaf lard is made. 
Those 
who do not know how to re n d er it 
object to the hardness of suet and to 
its special flavor. 
Fresh suet, however. 
can be so rendered as to m ake a soft. 
usable fat, practically fr?e from any 
distinctive Tavor or odor. 
The follow ing is the sim plest m e th ­ 
od for trying out suet. 
"Rem*tv* the skin and lean p arts 
from beef fsta, and cut I* Into sm a ’l 
piece*.

ease In the U nited States are canned 
by hog cholera. 
Therefore, In th* 
case of any fatal outbreak, the chancy 
are about nine to one that the cause 
is hog cholera. 
It Is true that other 
Infections m ay and do frequently cora, 
plicate outbreaks of hog cholera, bal 
In such cases the germ of hog choler* 
is the prim ary cause of t*.e dieeese* 
and If we can take care of the gen* 
o* hog cholera the pig will ucoaly 
overcom e the other infection him*e!|. 
The sym ptom * exhibited by hogg 
sick of hog cholera are not sufilrisntly 
distinct from those produced by other 
m aladies eo that a post tty* filagnor* 
can be m ade only through a careful 
consideration of a num ber of other 
factors in conn*ct1on with the syrup. 
lr,ma 
F ro rn a practical standpoint 
the Im portant thing I* to recognise 
hog cholera as soon as possible after 
it* appearance in a herd In order that 
an tl-h og-oh olera a*rum may be ap­ 
plied 
before th* disease progresses 
too far. 
Good serum m ay be depended 
upon to protect w ell hog* and even to 
cure a large percentage of those la 
the earliest stages of the disease, but 
It will not be of m uch avail when 
used upon hogs th at are already vl*.

T h e follow ing suggestion* to farm­ 
ers a re offered as an aid to the early 
recognition of hog cholera In a herd:

N ebraska experim ent stations it w'ns 
found that the highest yields were 
obtained with m edium to m edium long 
ears.

high yields than well filled, but high 
yields w ere more frequently associated 
I with well-filled butts th an with well- 
filled tips.
